Senate and House Members
Now in Agreement on All
Points on Rail Measure

TO RUSH BILL'S ENACTMENT

By the Associasted Press

Washington, Feb, T.—A return of
51; per cent on the aggregate value of
the railroads will be guaranteed by the
govarnment for n period of two years,
under an agreement reached today by
the Senate and House conferees on the
railroad bill,

In announcing the agreement today,
Chatrman Commings, of the Senate
managers, #ald the rewritten mection
provided that after the two-year period
the percentages of return would be fixed
by the Interstate Commerce Commis-
sfon, which would be anthorized to fix
rateg #o nx to yield that return.

Leaders hope to com-
plete final enactment of the bill before
the railroads are returned to private
conteol on Mareh 1.

The aggregate value of the properties
uzed in traneportation would be deter-

mined by the Interstate Commerce Com -
migsion, according to the bill, the deter-
mination lmlnr by teafBe districts, These
districts woild be used as groups for
rate-mnking and in territories where
the roads earned an equivalont of the
guaranteed return, no increase in rates
would be neceseary. Similarly, the rates
would be raised to make up a deficit in
districts where the roads failed to earn
the 514 per cent.

The commission has completed the
final physical valuation of only three
roads and the tentative valuations of
only 58, The outstanding capitaliza-
tion and bonded indebtedness of all the
roads amount te approximntely £19,.-
000,000,000, on which a 5% per cent
return would be §1,045,000,000,

Distribution of earnings in excess of
the guaranteed return also is provided
in the bill. Oue half of 1 per cent would
be available for unproductive improve-
ments, Fifty per cont of the excéss over
8 pry rent would go to the roads earning
sitch excess, while the remaining half
would be put into a contlngent fund
administered by the commission and
used to purchnse equipment for reotal to
the weaker roads which also conld ob-
tain loans from the fund.
